ly diſordered boldneſſe, bredde vp and foſtered 
on the long familiaritie had vvith the noble mens 
ſeruants, and dayly vievv of their maiſters, vvith 
vvhiche ſighte they are ſo cloyed and yveeryed, 
that theyr duetie is forgotten, and vtterly reiec- 
ted, that ought to be aſhamed of abuſe, and 
ſhoulde vſe more reverence manners.

The Trath is, albeit they hadde but ſmall warning cer⸗ 
tapnely to build vpan, of the comming of the Queenes Bales 
ſtie into both thoſe-@he&res, the Gentlemen had made ſuche 
ready p;oniſton, that all the veluets and ſilkes were taken vp 
that might be layde hand on, and bought foz anp money, and 
ſone conuerted to fuchgarments and ſutes of roa bes, that the 
ſhew thereof might haue beautifped the greateſt triumph that 
was in Englande theſe many peares : fo2 (as J hearde)thers 
were two dundzed pong Gentlemen, cladde all in white vel⸗ 

vet, and thꝛte dundzed of the grauer ſozte apparelled in black 
beluctcoates, and fairs chapnes, all ready at one inſtant and 

place, with fifterne hundzed ſeruing men moze on Hozſebacke, 
well and bzauely mounted in god o2der, readp to retepue the 
Queenes highneſle into Suffolke, which ſurely was acomely 
troupe, and a noble ſight to beholde: and all theſe waited on 
the Sheriffe ir William Spring, during the Nuenes Paie- 
fties abode in thoſe parties, and to the very confpnes ol Sut- 


folke. But befoze hir hig hneſſe 1 — to Norffollee, there *

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in Suffolke ſuch ſumptnous fealting and bankets, as ſeldome 
in any part of the woꝛld hath bin ſeene befoze. The maſter of 
the Kolles, Sir Willam Cordall, was one of the firfte that 
beg anne this great feaſting, and did lighte ſuche a Candle tg 
the reſt of the Sheere, that many were glad bawntifuliy and 
franckly to follow the ſame example, with ſuch charges and 
coſt, as the whole travne weit in ſome ſoꝛt pleaſed therewith. 
And niere Bury, Sir William Drury foꝛ his part at his houſe, 
made the Qutenes highnelle a coſtly and delicat dinner, and 
Sir Robert Iermyne of Rocſhbroke feaſted the French Em⸗ 
baſſadoures two ſeuerall times, with whiche charges and 
courtefic they ſtud maruellouſly contented. The Sheriffe Sir 
William Spring, Sir Thomas Kidſon, Sir Arthur Higham, & 
diuers other of woꝛſhip, kept great houſes, and ſundzy eyther 
at the Nuceencs comming, 02 returne, ſolemnely feaſted hir 
b)ighneſſe, vea and deffrayedthe whole charges fo2 a day oz 
twayne, pꝛeſented giftes, made ſuche triumphes and deuiſes, 
as in derde was moſt noble to beholde, and very thankcfully 
accepted, The Norffolke Gentlemen hearing how dutiful- 
lie their neybours had receyucd the Pꝛince, pꝛepared in lyke 
fo:t to ſhewe themſclues dutifull, and ſo in moſt gallanteſt 
maner, alſemblcd and ſet fo: ward with fine and twenty hun⸗ 
dꝛed Boꝛſemen, whereof as ſome affirme, were ſire hundꝛeth 
Gentlemen, ſo b2anely attircd, and mounted, as in derde was 
wozthy the noting, which godly company wayted on they 
Sheriffe a long ſeaſon: but in god ſoth(as J haue heard cre- 
dibly ſpoken)the bankets and feaſtes began herre afreſh, and 
all kind of triumphes that might be deuiſed, were put in pꝛat⸗ 
tiſe and pꝛofe. The Carle of Surrey did ſhe we moſt ſumptus 
ous chere, in whoſe Parke were ſpeeches well ſctte out, 4 a 
ſpetiall Denice much c@mended: and the reſt, as a number of 
Gentlemen, whoſe names J haue net, were no whit behinde 
to the vttermoſt of their abilities, in all that mighte be done 
and deuiſed. But when the Qucrnes highneſſe came to Nor- 
wich, the ſubſtante of the whole Triumph and feaſting, was 
in a mar ner there new to beginne, foz ozder was taken

there, that r̃uery day, fo; fire dayes togither, a Shew of ſome 
ſtrange Deuice ſhould be ne, and the Pato2 and Alderme, 
appointed among themſelnes and chi »@thzen, that no one 
perſon, reteyning to the Queene, ſhoulde be vnteaũ ce, 52 vn⸗ 
bidden to dinner and ſupper , during the ſpace of thoſe fire 
dayes: which oꝛder was well and wiſely obſerued,and gayncd - 
their Citie moze fame and tredite, than they wot of : fo2 that 
courteſie of theirs ſhall remapne in perpctuall memoꝛie, 
whites the walles of their Citie Tandeth. Beſides the money 
beſtowed on diners of the trayne, and thofe that toke 
paynes fo: them (albeit my ſelfe but llenderly conſidered) will 
be a witnelle of they well doyng and gad will, whiles the re- 
poꝛt of theſe things may be called to remembzance.

At whiche ſeaſon J dyd 
watch with a Shewe (called MAN HO DEH and 
DezarrTe,) at my Lo2de of Surreys backe do2e, going to 
the Nuenes Barge : but the rowme was ſo little, that nep- 
ther the Shotte, the Armed men, noꝛ the Players, could haue 
place conuentente : Wherevpon we toke Boats, and conuev⸗ 
ed our people down? the water, towards a landing place that 
we hoped the Queene woulde come vnto , And there hauing 
all things in a readineſſe, hauered on the water th2e long 
houres, by which meane the nighte came on, and ſo we were 
fainc to withd2zaw? oure ſelues and goe home warde, truſting

middle of the Canuas, the earth woulde ſerme to open, and ſo 


ſhut agame, as Þ other end cf the toꝛd was dꝛawẽ backward, 


And in the ſame cane was a noble noyſe of Buſicke of al kind 
of inſtruments, ſeuerallv to be ſounded and plaved vpon, and 
at ane time they ſhoulde be ſounded ali togither, that mighte 
ſerue foꝛ a conſoꝛte of bꝛoken Muſicke. And in the ſame caue 
lik-wiſe was placed twelue water Numphes, deſguiſed oz 
dꝛeſſed moſt ſtrangely, eache of them had eyther vpon white 


Silae, oꝛ fine linnen, greene ſegges, ſtitched cunningly on a 


long garment,lo well wꝛought, and ſet on, as ſcarce ann hit 
might bo percetued.

Moſſe was there long godly hearc like golden trefſes that 
couered hir ſhoulders, and in a manner, raughte downe vnto 
dir middle. Ind touching the beautie of the Nimphes, they

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iudgement, fo: diuers of thoſe that knew them befoze, (albert 
they were bare faced) coulde ſcarce knowe them in their gar⸗ 
ments, and ĩundꝛy toke them to be pong girles andwenches, 
pꝛepared fo2 the nonce,to pzocure a laughter. Theſe Nimphs 
thus apparelled, and all things in very god plight and ready⸗ 
nelle, there w1s deaiſcd, that at the Queenes comming neere 
the water ſide (as this caue ſtode at the bꝛimme of the Riuer) 
one Nimpy ſhauide poppe vp out of the cane ſirſt, andſalute 


attire ſo wel, that their beauty might haue abuſed a right god 


the Queene with a ſpeech, and then another, and ſo till four k 


them had finiſhed their ſpeeches, there they ſhoulde remayne, 
and when they retired into their caue, the Muſicke ſhould be⸗ 
ginne, which ſure had bin a noble hearing, and the moꝛe me⸗ 
lodioua, foꝛ the varictie thereof, and bycauſe it ſhould come ſe⸗ 
cretely and ſtrangely ont of the earth. And when the Puſicke 
was done, then ſhould all the twelue Nymphes haue iſſued to- 
gither,and daunced a daunce with Timbzels that were tr.m- 
med with belles, and other iangling things, which Timbzels 
were as bꝛode as a Deuec,hauing bottoms of fine parchment, 
and being ſounded, made ſuche a confuſed novſe, and paſtime, 
that it was to be wondered at, beſides the ſtrangeneſſe of the 
Timbꝛels (vet knowen to cure fozefathers) was a matter of 
admiration to ſuch as were ignozante of that newfounde toy, 
gathered and boꝛowed from our elders. So in oꝛder and readi⸗ 
neſſe ſtode that She w fo? the time. And to kerp that She we 
copany(but yet far off) tod the Shew ol Manhode 4 Dezart, 
as firſt to bc pꝛeſented, and that Shew was as well furmſhed 
as the other, Pen all, ſauing one ,callcd Beautic, fo2 the 
which Manhode, Fauour, and Dezarte, did ſtriue (02 ſhoulde 
haue contended)but good Fortune(as vico? of all congqueſtes) 
was to come in, and ouerth:owe Manhode, Fauour, Dezarte, 
and all their powers, and onelv by fine koꝛte (vppon a watch- 
woꝛd ſpolien) ſhould lay hande on Beautie, and carric oꝛ leade 
hir aw w. The other ſuters troubled with this kinde of dea⸗ 
lung, ſhould talke togither, and ſweare to be in one minde, fo:

matter) that Fortunes ſide ſhould triumph and march ouer the 
belies of their enimies:in which time was legges and armes
